Roy Talbot of Evanston, III., an of- 
ficial in the Chinese customs serv- 
ice, rode through the looters’ firing 
line, carrying a message from the 
eommandant of the American lega- 
tion guard, Maj. Russell, to the Amer- 
icans in the southern part of the 
city, instructing them to await an 
escort. 

Yuan Shi Kai's inability to cope 
with the situation was demonstrated 
again last night when the looting 
again began. 

Paocting Fu is completely at the 
mercy of the mutineers. A large 
part of the city has been burned, 
including some foreign missions. 
Telegraphic communication has been 
cut. 

Owing to the threats of the muti- 
neers to advance on Peking, a French 
engineer has been sent to blow up 
two important bridges on the Paot- 
ing Fu Peking Railway. 


MARTIAL LAW KEEPS 
MOBS IN RESTRAINT. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PEKING. March 3.—~Martial law, 
which has been proclaimed in the cap- 
ital, is operating successfully. At 1 
o'clock this morning quiet prevailed 
near the legations, but continual can- 
nonading was heard off the Feng-Tal, 
with which the communication has 
been cut off temporarily. 

At detachment of United States 
troops is due at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning. One train at 7:30 last night 
has not yet arrived. 

The legations are preparing for a 
siege. Direct attacks on the legation 
quarter are not feared, but the Chi- 
nese troops possess many modern 
guns, which might be used effectively 
if turned on the legations. 

By the dynamiting of the bridges 
on the Hankow railroad and because 
of the fighting along the Tientsin line, 
Peking temporarily is out of com- 
munication with these places. The 
foreign guard along the railroad will 
be increased. 

RIPLOMATS CONFER. 

The diplomatic body held a con- 
ference last hight and considered 
measures for the restoration and 
maintenance of communication with 
Tientsin.. The river now is open: 
therefore, it may not be necessary to 
guard the line between Tientsin and 
Chin-Wang-Tao, as it would be pos- 
sible to reach the sea by way of the 
river. 

It is reported here the Third and 
Twentieth Divisions are battling at 
Feng-Tai where 100 British troops 
are stationed. The Britishers, while 
protecting women and children, have 
been unable to stop the looting and 
could not prevent the burning of the 
station, A passenger train which was 
bound for Peking returned to Tlentsin 
fearing to pass through the Feng-Tai 
region. 

The legations would not be sur- 
prised should all telegraphic com- 
munication be interruted and because 
of this they are arranging a wireless 
system between the lItallan towers 
and a Japanese warship in Tientsin. 
The mifiisters are agreed that the 
present garrisons are sufficient to pro- 
tect the legation quarter but think 
that the guards should be reinforced 
by 1000 additional troops

YUAN OFFERS PARDONS. 

Yuan Shi Kai promised to pardon 
all returning mutineers, but has not 
vet received any response. 

The populace has been notified that 
all persons found in the streets to- 
might after 8 o'clock will be shot. 

The soldiers of the Imperial Guard 
and those belonging to Chang Huan 
Cht's army are now nominally in con- 
trol of Peking. It remains to be seen 
whether they are much better than 
the mutinders. 

The situation at Swatow is becom- 
ing more gerious every day. The 
interior of the province is in com- 
plete anarchy. 

Gen. Ling wiih 500 troops from 
Waichew has arrived in the city to 
suppress the disordicrs and another 
1000 men are on the way there. 

The action of the Ministers in call- 
ing in foreign troops to Peking was 
decided on as a result of a communi- 
cation from Tang Shao Yi, asking the 
powers to take measures to prevent 
further bloodshed and loss of prop- 
erty here. Tang Shao Yi's communi- 
cation i regarded as wnofficial, but 
the foreign Ministers were satisfied 
that action was necessary. The for- 
eign troops will be mounted and will 
patrol the city during the daytime. 

JAPANESE SEND WARSBHIP. 

A Japanese battleship has been or- 
dered to Taku, at the mouth of the 
River Pel Ho, in the province of Chi 
Li, to establish wireless communica- 
tion with the Italian station in Peking. 

Chang Huai soldiers have 
killed many innocent persons passing 
along the streets of Peking carrying 
parcels. They were mostly panic- 
stricken people fleeing from the city 
with their own effecta. 

Although parties of soldiers belons- 
ing to the army commanded by Chaus 
Huai Chih last night were engaging 
themselves in looting, they fought te- 
day the looters in the outskirts of the 
city. Prisoners they took were sum- 
marily decapitated and many head- 
less bodies are lying in the streets. 

In the distant part of the west city 
corteiderable trouble occurred. Whole 
streets of shops were looted and many 
houses were set on fire. The civilian 
population has armed and fortified 
private premises, while barricades 
were erected in the streets.

DEEP CONCERN IN 
MEXICO CITY.

Americana to leave at once. 

The news spread quickly through- 
out the American colony and caused 
excitement bordering on consterna- 
tion. Unquestionably the advice 
will be heeded by ell Americans who 
can leave conventefitly without 
awaiting a more serious state of 
affairs. 

Already the exodus is well under 
way. Railroad trains in the last few 
days have been carrying extra coach- 
es to accommodate the travel, and 
steamer accommodations are wen 
booked for twe weeks in advance. 

Jose Bonales Sandoval, an attorney 
of Mexico City and a prominent figure 
in the recent Reyes fiasco, who came 
to Mexico to solicit amnesty for the 
followers of Gen. Reyes, was arrest- 
ed today on a warrant charging re- 
bellion. 

Sandoval had what purported to be 
ea autograph letter from Maj. Haga- 
dorn of the United States army, to 
President Madero, stating that the 
bearer had many refugee Reyistas 
in the United States and Cuba, who

The cashier reiterated his 
statement that Tevis was in charge of 
the bank's affairs by order of the 
bank commissioners when the Sunset 
road oll bonds were accepted in view 
of the Jewett and Blodget debts and 
that the transaction was carried out 
wholly under Tevis" orders. Mo- 
Donald said he had faith in Tevis and 
did not concern himself with the de- 
taille of the bond settlement. 

The bank has four or five more 
witnesses in support of its cross-com- 


plaint.

INCOME TAXIS. 
RAISING STORM. 


Action of Democrats Stirs 
Leaders in Congress.

Constitutionality of Plan Is to 
Be Attacked. 


Measure Almcet Certain to 
Die in the Senate. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—House 
and Senate leaders of all shades 
of political belief gave themselves 
over today to a discu@sion of the 
Sensational action of the House 
Democratic caucus, last night, in in- 
dorsing what is in effect an income 
tax on all net incomes, including 
salaries above $3000 a year. 

That the House will pass the meas- 
ure by a party vote within the next 
ten days or two weeks was taken 
for granted. Diecusslon, therefore, 
turned largely on the reception the 
bill would get in the Senate. Its 
fate there seems doubtful. 

The plans of the House leaders had 
not been wholly disclosed today, but 
it Was apparent that the bili to ex- 
tend the excise tax law now relat- 
ing to corporations so as to include 
co-partnerships and individuals, was 
to be urged upon the House ahead 
of the bill to put Sugar on tho free 
list. The latter u will, of course. 
share in the debate on the so-called 
income tax, for it waa to make up 
the deficit of more than $50,000,000 
to be lost in customs revenue ob 
sugar that the new taxing measure 
was devised. 

The Democratic leaders want to be 
sure that the deficit will be provid- 
ed for before the duty is removed. 

REPUBLICANS SURPRISED. 

The new plan of the Democrats 
took their Republican colleagues 
entirely by surprise. Many of them 
had not recovered sufficiently to be 
willing to talk for publication. Every- 
body agreed that the debates in the 
House and Senate on 80 radical 3 
change in the method of raising gov- 
ernment revenues would be the 
stormiest of recent years. The con- 
stitutionality of the new plan, it was 
aid, would be attacked by some 
and Senators, al- 

ough the Democratic leaders in the 
House claim the measure has been 
so drawn as to comply with the Su- 
preme Court decision, upholding. the 
corporation tax law. 

That decision, it was pointed out, 
held that the corporation tax was 
pot a tax on a franchise, but on the 
* ot doing business. The ben 

li holds that working for a salary 
is just as much a manner of doing 
business as investing money in ap 
enterprise. 

In the Senate, it is said that in 
all probability party alignments wil) 
be broken, although party leaders 
made no such concessions publicly, 
Senator Smoot of Utah, a member 
of the Senate Finance Committee, 
which will deal with the bill, de- 
clared there was no possibility of the 
measure passing the Senate. 

“I do not believe,” he sald, “that 
any Republican Senator, regular or 
insurgem, or that many Democrats 
will: stand for this measure that 
would destroy a great industry. The 
income tax proposition is absolutely 
unconstitutional. To call it an excise 
tax instead of an income tax, that 
has already been declared unconsti- 
tutional, is simply quibbling on 
words. It is an income tax pure and 
simple."’ 

Senator Kern of Indiana, who was 
Democrati® candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent in the last national campaign, 
said the measure was a good one. 

“Tl am and always have been in fa- 
vor of an income tax.“ he sald. 1 
am also in favor of free sugar.” 

“The measure is eminently wise 
and ought to pass,” said Martin of 
Virginia, Democratic leader in the 
Senate. “There is no doubt in my 
mind as to its constitutionality.” 

Benator Poindexter of Washington, 
progressive Republican, said: 

„am very much in favor of an in- 
come tax. I have been favoring it 
for years.” 

M’'CUMBER IN DOUBT. 

Senator McCumber of North Da- 
kota, member of the Senate Finance 
Committee, expressed doubt If any 
change in the tariff on sugar would 
make any difference to the consumer. 
He said the income tax proposition 
was lost in the Supreme Court of the 
United States “by very much of a 
divided court,” and that the consti- 
tutionality of an income tax was a 
dificult matter to determine. 

“Personally.” he added, “I am in- 
clined to think that Congress has the 
power to levy such a tax.” 

Senator Bacon of Georgia, who did 
not attempt to speak for his party as 
he had no opportunity to talk with 
any Senators regarding the bill, pre- 
dicted that if it passed the House, it 
would find “sufficient support in the 
Senate.” 

The extension of the corporation 
tax law to individuals and ¢o-partner- 
ships, it was declared, would hit di- 
rectly holding corporations, such as 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
The bill was drafted by .Representa- 
tive Hull of Tennessee, who tesued a 
statement relating to holding com- 
panies, in part as follows:

every part of the world, and the cen- 
ters of the iron and stee! industries 
have naturally been the first to feel 
the effects of the strike of more than 
one million coal miners in England, 
Scotland and Wales. 

Many workers in various dis- 
tricts were closed today, and at Swan- 
sea and elsewhere work about the 
docks has come to a standstill. No 
vessels are arriving and the dockers 
and workmén employed in the local 
industries have been thrown out of 
work. Great crowds of these men 
gathered in the streets and discussed 
the dispute. Thus far there have 
been no disturbances anywhere. In 
South Wales, however, the mine own- 
ers are preparing for emergencies. 
They have had walis built around 
the mines and have laid in great 
stores of provisions in anticipation of 
a long siege. 

The railroad and street car serv- 
ices In many cities, was further cur- 
tailed today. 

Only two small non-union mines in 
the entire country are still at work 
One of these is in North Wales and 
the other near Berwick, on the Scot- 
tish border. 

The tin plate works of Wales are 
Olesing down rapidly owing to lack 
of coal. Six hundred milis will be 
dle within a few days and 40,000 
men will be thrown out of employ- 
ment. John Williams, labor member 
of Parliament for the Gower district 
of Glamorgapshire, South Wales, and 
general secretary of the Amaigamat- 
ed.

“Now we have found it necessary 
to make provision for the canal open- 
ing and this is the best we can do. 
It is the most useful and advanta- 
geous site for us and is equally so for 
the Southern Pacific. Mr. Sproule 
knows that there will be a heavy 
loss of long haul tonnage when the 
canal is opened and he expects to 
offset this loss by the development 
of California. 

“Now there is a tradition that the 
Southern Pacific intended to enter 
the steamship business itself and hog 
the ocean traffic. We were also pic- 
tured as a company tied up to the 
Santa Fe at San Diego. Neither was 
or is true. But mutual necessities 
have brought us together at San 
Pedro and the arrangement for a 
wharf lease is the result. 

Under the circumstances the rail- 
road company cannot guarantee us 
permanency because of the cloud on 
its title, put there by the city. We 
do not want to take the site under 
any risk of losing our large neces- 
sary investment. But beth of us 
are building up a big business for 
Los Angeles, the business it has been 
seeking. We cannot deal elsewhere 
because the physical conditions offer 
no deal. We must be certain of our 
footing far in advance of the opening 
of the canal. So the only way open 
is to have the city and the railroad 
company, who both claim title to the 
site, to stipulate that we will be safe. 
That done, the wharf and improve- 
ments will be bullt and our ships will 
bring their cargoes to Los Angeles in- 
stead of San Diego.“ 

BUILDING NEW ONES. 

The American-Hawalian company 
now operates sixteen freight steamers 
of an average tonnage of 10,000, and 
is building eight more of the same 
average capacity. They are all 500 
or more feet long and require thirty 
feet draft. Probably by the time the 
canal is open the company will have 
thirty or more vessel in service. The 
calling of all these steamers is as- 
sured if the city consents to the deal 
with the Southern Pacific. 

At present the company tranships 
all its freight across the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec by rail and its annual 
haul both ways is 750,000 tons. Of 
this amount 300,000 tons is Hawaiian 
sugar east bound. Of the remainder 
it is estimated that 80,000 tons, des- 
tined for Los Angeles for distribution, 
has been landed at San Diego. 

An additional &ttraction to the port 
of Los Angeles is the reduced ship- 
ping rate from San Pedro to Los An- 
geles. Heretofore this rate has been 
the same as for shipment from San 
Diego. With the difference in favor 
of San Pedro, the advantage in favor 
of transshipment is with San Pedro.

ROOSEVELT LOSING GROUND. 

Meantime the Roosevelt forces 
have prepared for a heroic battle, 
and they expect to show results dur- 
ing the present week. They will 
elgot contesting delegations from 
scores of districts, thus paving the 
way for a Stormy session at the con- 
vention. - 

Persons who have observed devel- 
opments closely declare that Col. 
Roosevelt has been “losing” ground 
rapidly. His friends admit that 
there has not been the spontaneous 
growth of his boom which they an- 
tictpated. In some sections it has 
falien flat. Hie radicalism, as ex- 
pressed in hie Columbus speech, con- 
tinues to divert from his standard 
many who were staunch Roosevelt 
followers up to that time. The third 
term issue, also, according to in- 
formation from various parts of the 
country, i hurting him as is also the 
attitude he has assumed towards his 
one-time intimate friend, President 
Taft. Conceding that, u ts ebb tide 
now, the Roosevelt boomers say 
there will be a recation as soom as 
the pro gets working well, 
and that there will be a country- 
wide drift toward hie standard. 

THE MISSOURI FIZZLE. 

Most picturesque of the develop- 
ments of the week was the conven- 
tion held in the Third Missour! Dis- 
trict. The Roosevelt followers by 
a ruse sought to get contro! of the 
gathering. but special police were 
called and their plans were frustrated. 
Gov. Hadley, first of the Governors 
to “ecome out for Col. Roosevelt, 
used all his influence to obtain a 
Roosevelt indorsement, but both he 
and the leading citizen of Oyster Bay 
were denounced in resolutions which 
the convention adopted. The delegates 
Were instructed for the President. 

In many counties in New York State 
the committees have picked the dele- 
gates and in every instance thus far 
they are Taft men. In Brooklyn Fri- 
day night, following out the provisions 
of the direct primary law, the commit- 
tees selected the names of delegates to 
the Chicago convention. Their names 
will be placed on the primary ballet 
to be voted on March 28. 

Tonight in New York county the 
same action was taken. The Roosevelt 
managers will make primary fight». 
Before the eleventh day of March, the 
ume limit, they will file nominating 
petitions in every district in New Yor 
and Brooklyn, containing names of 
men whom they will seek to elect as 
delegates. There seems to be little 
liketihood that they will be success- 
ful in more than one or two é@ils- 
tricts. The Republican leaders say 
they cannot win a single delegate.

All officers of the National Guard 
of California now hold their commis- 
sions on four-year terms, and will Be 


or defeat at the end of such terms, 
as im the old practice, according to 
the provisions of an act of the Legis- 
lature passed April 5, 1911, which 
ended the life tenure thought to be 
Vested in such officers since 1905. 
With the intention of i the 
training and efficiency of the State 
troops, the Legisiature, in the year 
last mentioned, amended the section 
of the Political Code governing the 
life of military commissions in such 
manner as to continue the officers 
in their respective ranks during good 
behavior or until their resignations 
were accepted. 
This enactment was contradictory 
to a clause of the State Constitution 
limiting the terms of all officials of 
the State to four years. and, there- 
fore, tMmeffectual. At the lest State 
Section an amendment of the Con- 
stitution intended to eliminate that 
restriction was defeated by the peo- 
ple, and the act of April 6. 1911, fol- 
lowed, making the statute conform 
to the Constitution and providing that 
officers of the National Guard then 
holding commissions, should receive 
new commissions as of that date, 
covering the ensuing four years. The 
new commissions have not been is- 
sued, but the terms of such officers 
expire, nevertheless, on April 5, 
The subjoined list shows the officers 
south of Bakersfield who are affected 
by the statute, a few of whom are en- 
titled to commissions of higher rank 
as the result of recent promiotions by

Canal Shipping. 


Government Recognizes Newport Bay, Once a Port, 
to Extent of Ordering Preliminary Survey, and the 
People There Say They'll Do the Rest to Get Panama 


é 


ITHIN TWO WEEKS prelimi- 
W nary work is to be begun on the 

building of another harbor con- 
tiguous to Los Angeles. The govern- 
ment has recognized the Newport 
Beach harbor project and has ordered 
& preliminary survey. This inland 
bay which was once a port for many 
deep-water ships will be rejuvenated, 
diedged and wharve'. 
Although the government has 
merely appropriated $2500 for a sur 
vey, and has ordered it to be made 
at once, the harbor boosters of New- 
port say that once the Federal en- 
gineers show them how, they will 
build the harbor with bond issues 
if the government refuses further 
aid. They figure that it will be more 
economical for ships coming through 
the Panama Fanal to enter their har- 


railroads for Los Angeles than to pro- 
ceed to San Pedro or Long Beach and 
from there ship cargoes to the city. 
To Los Angeles from the south by 


two miles farther, they calculate. 
Now that the government has an- 
swered the plea of the Newport 
Beach business men and granted a 
preliminary survey, the people there 
declare they will place upon the map 
of Southern California as fine and 
large a harbor as that of Long Beach, 
if not larger. In the event of the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee of the 
House declining to place an appropria- 
tion in the next budget to complete 
dredging and jetty building, Newport 
will construct jetties at the harbor 
mouth 1200 feet long, build miles of 
wharves, and dredge the inner bay. 
The mouth of Newport Bay, although 
now but five feet deep at low tide, 
will not need dredging the bay peo- 
ple declare. Once the jetties are 
built the strong scour into and out 
of the harbor will itself dredge the 
entrance to a depth of thirty feet. 
There are seven square miles of nav- 
igable water inside the bay. 

SANTA ANA MAY DREDGE. 
Santa Ana and other contiguous 
Orange county cities see in the ac- 
tion of the War Department a boost 
for them. The upper end of the bay 
is but five miles from the county seat. 
The Santa Ana Chamber of Commerce 
is working upon plans to dredge the 
lowlands which ie between the bay's 
end and Santa Ana to give that city 
water frontage. This would greatly 
lower freight rates and be a boon to 
the rich agricultural districts in that 
section. 
Lew H. Wallace, president of the 
Bank of Newport, and a director of 
the Newport Beach Chamber of Com- 
merce, has worked indefatiguably for 
six years on the harbor project, and 
the government's decision to make 
the preliminary survey is attributed 
mainly to his efforts. He has twice 
been in Washington fighting for the 
survey. President W. W. Wilson, and 
secretary Charles H. Wallace of the 
Newport Beach Chamber of Com- 
merce, W. K. Parkinson and the trus- 
tees of the town, have also worked 
hard for the same end. 

There are at present two railroads 
entering Newport Beach—the Pacif- 
1e Electric and two steam lines of 
the Southern Pacific. Four miles 
north of the north end of Newport 
Bay the Santa Fe reaches. All three 
eompanies have signified their inten- 
tions to build tracks to the docks. 
The tidelands in the vicinity of Bal- 
boa Island and northeast of New- 
port Beach are to be converted into 
Warehouse and factory sites and 
places for homes when dredging is 
completed.

For fourteen days the crippled 
Shearwater and her rescuer, the Al- 
gerine, fought a wind and sea almost 
unexampled in severity. 

The Shearwater, under sealed orders 
from the London admiralty office, 
sailed January 4 from Acapulco for 
Guayquil to protect British subjects. 
From the time she cleared until she 
reached the Los Angeles harbor she 
was relentlessly pursued by a succes- 
sion of mishaps which more than once 
all but sent the trim white fighter to 
the bottom. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock on the 
morning of January s a terrible storm 
swept down upon her and, before any 
precautions could be taken, the tafl 
shaft and propeller, three feet from 
the outboard stern bushing, cracked 
and fell into the sea. The officers 
and crew were awakened by the 
clamor of the released engines rac- 
ing with nothing to hold them in 
check. Se fifty feet high were 
breaking over the ship, and only the 
promptness of closing the bulkheads 
and getting on auxiliary sail saved 
the ship from certain disaster. 

At daylight the wind attained «a 
velocity of nearly 100 miles an hour. 
The stricken ship only logged two

The big of! suit against J. E. Bam- 
berger, the Salt Lake on Company 
and other defendants, representing 
the most prominent oi] operators and 
capitalists in the country, which was 
begun February 16, terminated yes- 
terday in Judge Comrey’s court with 
judgment for the defendant. . 

This suit, which was filed by Isaac 
Ryder of Kansas City, and was one 
of thirty suits fled on similar 
grounds, involved oi] flelds aggregat- 
ing a value of $1,500,000, and was 
based on allegations of fraud and 
high finance stock juggling. 

In the oral opinion Judge Conrey 
delivered immediately upon the close 
of the argument, he found that ne 
fraud had been practiced and that 
the stock, which figured in the - 
leged “freese-out,” was not worth 
more than it had been represented 
at the time it had been sold by the 
minority stockholders. 

The victory is particularly pleasing 
to Bamberger and others, who felt 
that a stigma had been placed on 
the business intergrity they had been 
years in building up, by the allega- 
tion of fraud. Bamberger stated 
yesterday that there never was any 
intent to degraud these stockholders, 
among whom he numbered friends 
and relatives he had helped.

One of the most important Chinese 
conspiracy cases to command the at- 
tention of the immigration author- 
ities for some years, will be tried in 
the United States. District Court to- 
morrow. 

Five persons, two Chinese and three 
Mexicans, were originally concerned 
in the round-up, made by Inspectors 
Conklin and Weddell, last July, but 
two of the Mexicans, Francisco Rios 
and Antonio Solis, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of conspiracy, and are now 
each serving a term of nine months 
in the San Diego County Jail. 

The accused yet to be tried are 
Juan Rios, a brother of Francisco, 
Chin Tung Yen and Ngan Fook, the 
first-named Chinese living in Los An- 
geles and the latter in Anaheim.

While operating in the vicin- 
ity of Monterey he was captured by 
Fremont’s men and paroled. 

Subsequently, he broke his parole, 
and, at the head of a company of 
horsemen, took the field again, and 
was made a prisoner by soldiers of 
Fremont’s battalion. This time Fre 
mont determined to make an example 
of him and ordered him to be shot 
This happened at San Luis Obispo.

SNATCHED FROM. DEATH. 

Tremont, always generous and im- 
pulsive, was moved to pity,.and par, 
doned Don Jesus on the spot, in the 
presence of the battalion, and the fir- 
ing squad drawn up in line to exe- 
cute the sentence of 7 Don 
Jesus was overwhelmed. e fell up- 
on his Knees before Fremont and in 
a moment of gushing gratitude, he 
vowed eternal friendship for his 
Fremont accepted his service and 
as a soldier during the rest of the war.

COUNCIL OF WAR. 

The. Governor and Castro, with 
several other leading men, immediate- 
ly ‘responded, and a council of war 
was held at Col. Pico’s headquarters 
on Verdugo Ranch. It was the last 
council of war ever held in California. 

Under the sombre sky of a wintry 
night, in the glow and warmth of » 
blazing camp-fire, gathered that eve- 
ning the Territorial Governor and the 
field officers who were mg to 
the message of the truce- „ one 
of their own kith and kin, and decide 
the fate of California. 

There sat the Governor, Jose Marta 
Flores, late an officer in the regular 
army of México, the man who, in vio- 
lation of his parole and sacred work of 
honor ied Californians of the south into 
the foolhardy struggle with the United 
States, which was about to terminate 
in lasting defeat. There was Don 
Manuel Castro, a leader of the North. 
There was Col, Andres Pico, the brave 
and dashing cavalry officer who had 
proved his courage and skill at the 
battle of Dominguez Ranch, San Fas- 
qual, Paso Bartolo and La Mesa, in 
the three months (preceding, and had 
shown himself on every field. of bat- 
tle and on all occasions to be a true 
soldier and a loyal son of California. 
There was Jose Antonio Carillo, one 
of the foremost men of affairs in the 
| territory, an aggressive foe to the in- 

vaders and a cavalry captain of much 
distinction. These were the chief 
commanders of the devoted little band 
of horsemen who still bore aloft the 
flag of the republic of Mexico. 
SUBMIT TO INEVITABLE. 

To these officers and others compos- 
ing the cotincil, Don Jesus Pico sub- 
mitted Fremont's proposal that the 
Californians surrender. He argued 
that with Fremont and his battalion 
of five hundred men on the north, and 
Stockton end Kearney with an army 
of six hundred men on the south, fur- 
ther resistance was in vain. Escape 
was impossible, the cause for which 
they fought was forever lost, and the

The 
commissioners in company with Don 
Jésus Picé went at once to San Fer- 
nando Mission and held a conference 
with Fremont, the result of which was

On the morning of January 12, the 
two opposing armies marched to the 
meeting: point on the Rancho de Ca- 
huenga, accompanied by their respec- 
tive treaty commissioners. 

Gen. Pico with his squadrons of cav- 
alry was the first to arrive. He 
formed his men in line and there with 
the tri-color, they loved so well, float- 
ing above their heads for the last time 
in the sunny skies of Alta Calffornia, 
as a symbol of.domipion, thege brave 
and loyal sons of the South, sat upon 
their-horses and awaited the expected 
coming of the conquerors. . 

* NEW REPUBLIC BORN. 

They had not long to walt for Fre- 
mont’s battalion, ten companies of 
mounted riflemen and a battery of ar- 
tillery, soon came down the old stage 
road across the valley from the Mis- 
sion, carrying the starry flag that was 
destined within a few short hours to 
he raised in final and everlasting tri- 
umph and dominion over the land of 
the setting sun. It was an hour of su- 
preme significance. It marked the 
fall of one republic and the rise of a 
greater, 

Fremont’s battalion halted at a re- 
spectful distance from the Califor- 
nians, and while the respective groups 
of commanders and treaty commis- 
sioners met together in conference be- 
tween the lines, the two opposing 
forces looked at each other with 
curiosity and profound but variant 
emotions. On the one side were ex- 

emotions of triumph and joy, 
on the other a sense of defeat and 
humiliation. In another day the war 
would be ended and these brave men, 
enemies now, would become friends 
and fellow countrymen under one flag. 

An armistice to last until the after- 
noon of the next day was decided upon 
at the conference and immediately de- 
clared. The.two armies went into 
camp on the plains of Cahuenga. near 
the banks of the Los Angeles River, 
and the commissioners began to frame 
terms of surrender. Before night ne- 
gotiations were completed and a treaty 
drawn up in English and Spanish, 
which was signed in a deserted ranch 
house, the next morning, January 13, 
by the two commanders. 

PARDON FOR OFFENDERS. 

By the terms of this surrender the 
Californians were pardoned for all 
past hostilities, and were free to go to 
their homes on giving. up their public 
arms, two cannon, one, the Old Wom- 
an's gun and the other a howitzer. 
captured at San Pasqual, and six mus- 
kets, and on the promise not to take 
up arms during the war. They were 
guaranteed protection with all the 
privileges of American citizens, with- 
out being required to take an oath of 
allegiance and they were free to de- 
part if they desired. There were no 
exceptions, and even Flores might have 
claimed protection. 

The Californians disbanded and re- 
tired to their homes. Fremont’'s 
battalion marched in a rain through 
Cahuenga Pass the next day to Los 
Angeles, where they united with the 
military and naval forces under Com- 
mander-in-Chief Stockton, and Brig.- 
Gen, Kearney. 

The war with Mexico was now 
ended so far as California was con- 
cerned. -Victory had crowned the 
arms of the United States. California 
was torn from the dominion of the 
republic of Mexico, and the Stars and 
Stripes floated in complete and peace- 
ful supremacy over all the land from 
San Diego to Siskiyou.

Mr. Austin shows us little pastels, 
water colors and oils, charming color 
notes of a brief sojourn in Mexico 
and bright records of some aspects of 
life and nature in Southern California. 
Ulis impartiality is most commendable 
for he gives us exactly eighteen 
sketches from each place. 

Logically, I suppose, the California 
sketches should be the better, since 
he has lived here for a number of 
years. Actually, they are not. An 
artist “knows” a scene, no doubt, on 
the instant when it becomes a part 
of his consciousness, as soon as he 
„Heels it. The feeling for beauty is 
not necessarily a growth—it may be 
an inptration. 

Whether Mr. Austin’s sketches of 
Mexican life are inspirations or not. 
they are all very interesting, very 


The prudent sketcher’s aim is to 
express a few artistic truths in an au- 
thoritative way. He exercises the 
right to ignore other truths which are 
equally important. He suggests much 
that he hasn't time to say, and does 
it so skilfully that the spectator’s im- 
agination becomes his eager helper. 

This fine discrimination has been 
exercised by Mr. Austin in his water 
sketches, “Doorway,” which has a fine 
feeling of sunlight; “Lone Fisher- 
man,” “Fort San Juan de Uloa;” 
Analco, Guadalajara;” Street Cor- 
ner, Zapopan;" “La Garita, Guadala- 
jara,” and so on. The same lightness 
of touch appears in the pastels, “Calle 
de Los Avril, Cordoba; “Peon With 
Burro;" “Orange Vendor, Zapopan.”

GREATEST BIBLE LIBRARY. 


The General Theological Seminary 
Has the Largest and Most Complete 
Collection in the Worid. 

[New York Sun:] In the General 


San | Theological seminary is to be seen the 


largest and most complete collection 
of Bibles in this country, ‘probably in 
the world. In the Bible room on the 
second floor, arranged on the shelves 
or displayed in show cages, they ex- 
hibit scarcely a lack of any of the 
famous editions of the world. 

The valuable collection originated 
with John Pintard, who started it by 

rchasing the volumes from his own 
unds and from funds he collected for 
the purpose. He secured several im- 
portant copies, including one of the 
famous Jay polyglot edition, but the 


[collection remained inadequate in both 


numbers and importance of the Bibles 
until 1893, when the Copinger collec- 
tion was announced for sale. The late 
Dean Hoffman then interested the late 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, and the two men 
purchased the collection and present- 
ed it to the seminary. 

The collection was now the 
in the world in its number of editions, 
but still many important Bibles were 
not represented. Dean Hoffman un- 
dertook to make it complete, and per- 
sonally visited old bookshops in Lon- 
don and on the continent, poring over 
old folios and following up suggestions 
from bibliophiles. He purchased sev- 
eral valuable editions, among them a 
copy of the famous Gutenberg Bible 
of 1480, the first book printed from 
movable metal types, for which he 
paid $156,000. 

All the Bibles purchased for the col- 
lection since 1893 have been the gift 
of Dean Hoffman, and since his death 
his son, 8. V. Hoffman, has continued 
contributions to add to it. The coflec- 
tion is not confined to Latin Bibles, 
but includes a representative collection 


of Greek Testaments, copies of the 
Bible in Hebrew, Syraic, and Polygiot, 
and in most of the modern ! 

At the last formal enumeration of 
the collection, though many valuable 
additions have since been made, there 
were 1206 different editions of Bibles 
in 2373 volumes. Of these there were 
555 Latin editions in 1056 volumes; $8 
polyglot editions in 627 volumes; 802 
editions of the New Testament, chief- 
ly in Greek $6; editions of the Hex- 
apla, Codices, etc. 

The most interesting and valuable 
book, of course, is the rap copy, 
printed at Mainz, 1450-655, by Jo 
nes Gutenberg.

CAUSES OF HEADACHE. 


Improper Diet Produces Autointox- 
ieation, but There Are Several Other 
Known Influences. 

{New Orleans Times - Democrat: ] 
Headache proper is not a disease, but 
a symptom, and the disease or dis- 
order of almost any organ in the body 
may cause pain in the head. 

Perhaps the most frequent cause of 
headache is absorption of poelsonous 
products of putrefication from the in- 
testinal canal. This absorption of pol- 
son is frequently called autointoxica- 
tion. . Prescribed diet, suitable intes- 


tinal antiseptics and plenty of outdoor || 
exercise make up the treatment for 


headache due te autointoxication. For 
this kind of headache opiates are 
strictly contra-indicated. 

The gravest form of headache is 
that headache which comes on at 
night regularly. It is an almost sure 
sign of a specific disease of the most 
disastrous and revolting character. 
Occasionally night headaches may 
arise from trivial causes; but the reg- 
ularly-recurring full headache, com- 
ing on night after night for a con- 
siderable period, is grave indeed. 

The most excruciating headache 
known to medicine is that produced 
by handling dynamite, nitroglycerine 
and similar high explosives. This vio- 
lent condition hag been called “nitro- 
glycerine head.” 

In the strict sense, neuralgia is not 
true headache, and requires treatment 
different from that suitable to the va- 
rlous forms of headache proper. 
Closely allied to neuralgia is a curi- 
ous form of headache termed mi- 
graine, an ache which involves only 
half of the brain and which is often- 
times very stubborn. 

It is interesting to observe that in- 
tense headache may be caused by or- 
gans remote from the brain. Thus, 
trouble in the bladder may cause pain 
in the top of the head, and gastric 
dyspepsia may cause intense headache 
between the eyes. 

Among other causes of headache 
may be mentioned anemia of the 
brain, congestion of the brain, eye 
strain, disease of the middle ear and 
decayed teeth. An interesting form of 
headache, too, is the pain in a circum- 
seribed area on the top of the head 


due to hysteria. 


In conclusion, u may be mentioned 
that practically all infectious diseases, 
such as typhoid fever, pneumonia and 
so forth, are ushered in by more or 
leas persistent pain in the head.

Although the

for the settlement of disputes between 
employees and employers, and for se- 
curing those reforms in wages and 
hours of labor to which no sensible 
person will deny that labor is entitled. 

The Spectator thinks that unionism 
is not giving Portland and Oregon, 
our businessmen, our boys and our in- 
dependent workmen a square deal. It 
is not doing unto others as it would 
be done by. A few weeks ago, when 
the cold weather drove the tramps 
into the city from the cold shelter of 
the haystacks and from the villages 
where an ax and a saw and the wood- 
pile were suggested asa means of 
earning the begged-for “hand-out,” 
and when there Was a great over-sup- 
ply of labor here, the employers did 
not cut wages, although there were 
two or three applicants for each job. 

With unionism boycotting all who

Bitterly 
opposing all who do not wear the 
union label, unionism asks its oppo- 
nents to vote for its friends, and this 
it must do if it would elect a single 
candidate it offers, as unionism repre- 
sents less than 15 per cent. of the vot- 
i population of Portland. If the 
citizen would boyoctt 
union labor as unionism boycotts in- 
dependent citizens, and if the inde- 
pendent voters would refuse to vote 
for the union labeled candidates as 
unionism refuses to vote for men who 
do not wear its label, what would be- 
come of unionism? Industrially it 
would not survive the first hard win- 
ter, and politically it would not eut- 
live the primaries.

Portland Ofegonian:} An out- 
growtwWotf the construction of the Pa- 
nama Canal is a recommendation to 
be made by Col. Grunsky, the noted 
engineér, at the International Con- 
gress of Navigation, w! ich meets in 
Philadelphia in May, that an inter- 
national agreement fix a standard 
depth of water in harbors and con- 
sequently fix a limit to the size of 
ocean-going vessels. He contends that 
the size of the canal and locks prac- 
tically fix the limit to the size of ships 
as they cost to much to be changed 
easily, and maintains that no govern- 
ment aid should be given to vesseis 
too large to enter a harbor of the 
standard depth. Noted harbor authori- 
ties assert that shipowners must con- 
sider the technical : d financial dif- 
ficulties of deepening harbors. Mr. 
Grunsky contends that, even with a 
limit on the size of ships, there would 
still be room for improvement in en- 
gines and speed.

young man won both hurdles, took 
second in the shot put and the dis- 
cus throw and third in the hammer, 
then ran a good lap in the rele. 
He scored seventeen points for his 
college against Stanford which is 
some traveling for a freshman. ~ 

Victor Hodge won the 440 after 
one of the greatest finishes seen on 
the famous field, taking the tape 
away from Milisap of Stanford in 
the last ten vards. Swiggett ran a 
terrible two-mile with Dodge of 
Stanford sticking on his heels like a 
leech. He sent the U.S.C. rooting 
section purple in the—face by run- 
ming the last 220 yards at top speed 
and winning from Dodge of Stanford 
by at least forty yards» 

Of the Stanford men, McKee made 
good in the century spin, cleaning 
Waldo Throop in ten and one-fifth 
seconds. In the 220 Throop came 
back with a mark of tweny-two and 
two fifths seconds, winning the race 
with ease. In the mile Murray of 
Stanford left Torrance and Smith of 
U.S. C. without much trouble. Horine 
cleared the high jump bar at six 
feet and one-half inches. Of course 
he left all parties concerned in this 
event on the lower floors, but it was 
some ‘of the greatest hig jumping 
8 — * in the South. 

erman, another Stanford. vor- 
thy. took first in all the weight event's 
and was one of the mainstays of the 
northern team when it came to the 
scoreboard end of the meet.

the distance. On the back stretcn 
of the fourth lap Torrance jumped ia 
front for a second, but Murray came 
right back with a spprint and dthe 
two runners came on the last strain 
almost even, Torrance uncorked an- 
other pint of speed, but Murray had 
@ quart and took the tape in the last 
twenty-five yards by a great finsh, 
thereby causing the Stanford guards 
in the stands to give a mighty cheer. 
Tt was first blood for the North. 

THROOP DEFEATED. 

In the 100-yard dash Throop was 
fighting around on his marks ready 
to run the race of his life, but he got 
too nervous, while McKee of Stanford 
Was as coo! as the old-time ice block. 
It took them about ten minutes ‘9 
dig the starting holes . to suit the 
queen's taste, but finally they were 
off. Throop ied during the first fifty 
yards, but McKee had something in 
the last forty-five yards of the sprint. 
which he pulled out at the critical 
time, taking the string away from 
Throop by a yard. The time of ten 
and one-fifth seconds is not very good 
and both men look a bit faster. 

While speaking of the sprints we 


might as well get the 220 out of the 
way. Here Throop came out on the 
marks madder than a Maverick steer, 
McKee was resting easy again, but 
this time Throop was more mad than 
nervous. When they started Throop 
went away with the gun. McKee 
held even to the middle of the curve 
then Waldo let out a terrible kink 
of speed and walked away with the 
event, McKee taking second for a 
change with Hansen of U.S.C. coming 
in for the third point. 

Fred Kelly brought home the fret 
gore for the local ‘varsity in the 120 
yard high hurdles. Fred led Kern 
of Stanford from the first hurdle to 
the finish and won without much ap- 
parent trouble. When Fred galloped 
in over the sticks the U.S.C. section 
came to life with a bang and a mighty 
cheer rolled over the field. 

HODGE GETS REVENGE. 

Before the yells for the high hur- 
dies died down the men were lining 
up for the 440. The two Stanford 
veterans Millgap and Taylor were tak- 
ing it easy but little Victor Hodge 
the freshman wonder, was pale as a 
ghost and had a far away look in his. 
eyes as though the race was going to 
be the final event of his life. This far 
away stuff lasted only till the gun 
exploded. The runners went into the 
tunnel neck and neck and the rooters 
held ‘their breath till the gate Was 
passed on the back stretch. Here 
Milisap led, with Victor close on his 
heels and Tipton passed Taylor. It 
looked Uke second and third for 
U.S.C. and another first for Stanford. 
but the runners had still 100 yards 
to go. Hodge came even with the 
enemy on the home stretch and 
fought it out with him inch for inch. 
Millsap. wavered ten yards from the 
finish and Hodge went one foot in 
front and dove across the tape a win- 
ner. Awful yells at this point from 
U.S. this time. 

The scene shifts to the high jump 
at this point. Here the Stanford men 
were having a llitte afternoon at 
home all by themselves. Horine took 
first, Finney second and Morrison 
third. Chaffee of U.S.C. got over five 
feet ten inches before he went out, 
which is a better mark than any this 
year for him. 

The shot put then took the center 
ot the stage. Here Fred Kelly was 
leading with a put of forty feet one 
and one-half inches ue to Alderman’s 
last shove. The Stanford man 
three Inches behind. Everything was 
stin around the little lime circle for 
a moment as the Card stepped into 
the ring. He steadie® himself for a 
second tha with a mighty heave got 
the best of Kelly by two Inches. 

Kelly trotted over to the start of the 
220 hurdles after the shot, and got 
on his marks with the band in the 
U.S.C. bleachers playing “Has Any- 
body Here Seen Keliv.” Everybody 
saw him at the finish of the race, 
when he romped home in front by 
five yards. He wont the race in the 
last half of the jumps and deserves, 
a lot of credit far making so good & 
showing after being in three events, 
Fred is there. 

POLE VAULT NEXT. 

After the low hurdles, the pole vault 
brought joy to the hearts of the 
U.S.C. rooters, when Watkins cleared 
11ft. 6 1- in., making Miller of Stan- 
ford rest in second place. Watkins 
won the event on his last jump, while 
Miller fell down on his lift. 

Now for the two-mile. All were 
looking for Swiggett, the little Arizona 
Jackrabbit: He came on the field in 
an old faded blue bathrobe and start- 
ed on the outside of the track. Be- 
fore the first lap was half over he 
was in the lead with Dodge of Stan- 
ford on his heels. In the fifth Dodge 
heard Dad Moulton call for a sprint 
and took the lead from Swiggett, but 
the little fellow just speeded up some 
more and, instead of slowing down 
after the sprint to get in front, kept 
on with the pace that put him in the 
lead, This took the heart out of 
Dodge. In the seventh lap Swiggett 
let out another rifle and Dodge hung 
on. The men in the bleachers began 
to worry about their Charlie, but in 
the eighth lap the Stanford man tried 
to pass him about 300 yards from 
home, and here Charlie put down his 
head and sprinted for the tape. With 
every stride of his sprint he was go- 
ing faster and when he broke the tape 
he was nearly fifty vards in front.
